Nearly opposite, but a little above 


Anthony's Nose, may bo seen the mouth 
of Montgomery creek. WltU much dlf 
ttcnlty wo climb by a romantic path- 
way to tho high table-land on tho south 
aide of tho creek. Wo we then upon the 
site of old Fort Clinton, constructed in 
1775-0. Absolutely nothing remains of 
tho old fortincnt-ion, which, wlth'Port 
Montgomery on the opposite side of the 
creek, formed one of the most important 
of tho Highland defenses in tho revolu- 
tion, A. fine residence and highly im- 
proved surroundings occupy tho site of 
the old fort. 
Descending by the same 


narrow pathway lo the mouth of tho 
crock, and crossing over to the rocky 
promontory on tho north side, wo are 
amid the ruins of Fort Montgomery.— 
From the bnso of this promontory was 
stretched a great chain across the Hud- 
son, which was fastened on tho opposite 
side to Anthony's Nose. This was lo 
prevent tho British fleets from passing 
up the river, Wo apprehend that such 
an obstruction would present but little 
resistance in modern warfare. 
Fort 


Montgomery was a most admirable posi- 
tion for commanding the river. 
Almost 


tho entire lino of fortifications can now 
bo traced upon the brow of the hill.— 
This fort, together with Fort Clinton, 
were surrounded by Sir Henry Clinton 
Oct. (lib, 1777, and on the morning fol- 
lowing the great chain, which had cost so 
much labor and money, was destroyed. 


Shortly after passing the mouth of 


Montgomery creek, the gniy ruins of 
Fort Putnam are still to be seen on the 
eminence back of West Point. 
The 


small stone wlmif on Iho east bank 
of Ihc river is "Beverly Dock," from 
which Arnold made bis hasty flight to 
the Vulture, which lay in Tappans Bay, 
as before noted. Just back of the wharf 
on tho eminence may bo seen the Robin- 
son house, whore Arnold was taking 
breakfast when he received tbo news of 
Andre's capture, and was his headquar- 
ters. It was probably in this house that 
Arnold wrote the documents, which wore 
found iu the possession of Andre at his 
capture, and which are now iu tho State 
Library at Albany, Now York, giving 
minute descriptions of Wesl Point and 
moans of its capluro. 


The "Beverly" house remains to this 


day almost as it did in Arnold's day, 
very little change, as I am informed, 
having boon made. There is the long, 
spacious breakfast room, -where Arnold 
was eating when ho was Informed of 
Andre's capture, and which he never 
afterwards saw. In the same room, upon 
the same day, Washington, Knox and
